2. Sometime during June, 1998, Paul Maes departed SMB/Fhsrlyse Company to jom 
Biovail Coloration International in Canada (a competitor of all SMB/Phatlyse/Gda P har>; 

3. One of the results of this change was thai toe application did not timely enter the 
national phase in either the United States or Canada; 

4. On September 27. 1999, a letter addressed to Paul Maes was sent to his now 
employer's addtess (Biovail Corporation International, Toronto, Canada), requesting Paul 
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M^' c address, which letter was retort being marked "Refused" by the Canadian mail 
office (sec attached. Exhibit 2); 

5. In receiving the Decision On Petitions for Revival and Acceptance of Declaration 
of May 5, 2000. from the U.S. Patent Office indicating that further evidence was necessary to 
establish the recalcitrance of Paul Maes, another attempt was nude, ty sending a letter to 
Paul Maes' last known residential address. This letter was also returned with the notation 
-Does no longer live at that address" (See attached Bxhibit 3); 

6. Yet another attempt was made, by sending a letter afiain to Biovail Corporation 
International in Toronto, Canada. Thi3 time the letter was received and a facsimile was sent 
back. (See anached Exhibit 4); 

7. This facsimile provides another address for another Biovafl facility. This facsimile 

also indicates that Paul Maes can be contacted at that location; 

8. Unfortunately, since Paul Maes left SMB/Galephar for Biovafl, he has attempted to 

obtain money ihexchanga forhia ilgnature on any-fntmer documenta reqwxed for.this 

application. While this is contrary to the Agreement shown In Exhibit 1. he, nevertheless, 
refuses to execute any documents. The exhibits attached to this Declaration clearly evidence 
Paul Maes' unwillingness to execute any further documents as required for this application. 

9. The undersigned petitioner declares further that all statements made herein of his 
own knowledge are true and that all statements made on information and belief are believed 
to be true; and further that these statements were made with the knowledge that willful false 
statements and the lifes so made are punishable by fine or imprisonment, ox both, under 
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Section 1001 of Title 18 of the United Stat* Code and that such willful falae statements may 
jeopardize the validity of this application or any patent issuing thereon.
